In seizing the initiative and 
pressing it all the way to a 
showdown against Russian oppo- 
sition—while never deliberately 
excluding Russia from the nego- 
tiations—the United States has 
given an example of its strategy 
in the political warfare of the 
last few years. 

The departure from the usual 
pattern of prolonged negotiations 
ending in deadlock is due to a 
single basie fact about American- 
Soviet relations in Japan: the 
United - States controlled the 
Japanese occupation from the be- 
ginning and the Soviet Union 
never succeeded in getting its 
troops into the main islands. Nor 
were they able to establish a 
Russian veto in policy making. 

In contrast to the situation in 
Germany and Austria, where Rus- 
sian soldiers physically rule part 
of each country, the Soviets have 
been reduced to politics and prop- 
aganda in the struggle for Japan. 
And these weapons, devoid of 
direct military power, have not 
proved to be decisive: They are 
not expected to be decisive in the 
San Francisco conference either. 

The two most important issues 
open to the Soviets are, first, 
Japanese territory, and second, 
removal of American troops.

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This is an issue with real appeal 
in Japan where the Communist 
party, now partly underground, 
could use the talking point to try 
to build up its prestige and mem- 
bership.

The issue of troop removal gets 
more to the heart of Soviet stra- 
tegic interest in Japan and also 
has some propaganda value in the 
rest of the Orient.

It is known that Donnelly has 
been holding off any announce- 
ment of ais plans, and declining 
invitations to make speeches, be- 
cause of pressure of his law busi- 
ness during the fall court term. 

Donnelly, elected Governor in 
1944, retired from the office in 
January 1949. Under provisions 
of the Missouri Constitution the 
Governor may not succeed him- 
self. No Missouri. Gevernor has 
been elected to a second term 
after leaving the office. 

Donnelly’s administration rec- 
ord was considered a good one, 
marked by a positive stand on 
governmental issues. This did not 
endear him to some of the Demo- 
cratic politicians and labor lead- 
ers, but he has a strong following 
in the state. He frequently has 
been referred to as the strongest 
gubernatorial candidate the Demo- 
crats could present in the general 
election. 

Labor Jeaders have not looked 
on Donnelly with favor because 
he prevented organization of a 
union in the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, and took an active part 
in having teeth put in the King- 
Thompson public utility no-strike 
law when it was enacted by the 
1947 Legislature. He also signed 
the Madison labor regulatory law, 
enacted in 1947, which was re- 
pealed by the Democratic-con- 
trolled Legislature of 1949.

Seeks to Expose Rules.

Changes in some basic laws, or 
new laws forbidding secrecy ex- 
cept for good cause or for na- 
tional security, may be necessary, 
Case says. 


Case got interested in the prob- 
lem in correspondence with James 
S. Pope, managing editor of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. Pope 
is chairman of the committee on 
freedom of information of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

Last spring Pope’s committee 
reported to the A.S.N.E. conven- 
tion here that it had made prog- 
ress, and also lost it, in its efforts 
to remove barriers being raised 
between the public and legitimate 
information on the public’s busi- 
ness.

Editor Approves Idea. 


Case asked Pope in a letter if 
Congress could help the A.S.N.E.

Pope’s letter cited to Case a 
Department of Labor regulation 
governing access to its records 
which says: 


“Copies of accounts, letters, rec- 
ords, files and other documents 
or papers shall not be furnished 
to any person except with the 
consent of the Secretary (of La- 
bor). . . .

University City will resist any 
attempts by St. Louis to levy a 
charge for storm water run-off 
that enters the St. Louis sewer 
system, Marvin E. Boisseau, city 
counsel for University City, said 


yesterday. 

Under a contract entered into 
in 1938, University City paid St. 
Louis approximately $120,000 for 
& permanent sanitary sewer con- 
nection with the larger system. 
The contract permits an upward 
adjustment of that figure every 
10 years if census figures show an 
increase in the number of homes 
served. While the payment was 
only for the sanitary sewer con- | 
nection, storm water also enters 
the St. Louis sewer system from 
University City. 

Boisseau said the city informal- 
ly has made claim for an addi- 
tional payment for the storm run- 
off but the claim has been re- 
sisted because the run-off repre- 
sents the natural flow of surface 
water into the St. Louis area. No 
specific amount has been request- 
ed by the city. 


However, the University City 
city attorney pointed out that St. 
Louis had demanded $107,938 
from Vinita Park for a storm 
sever connection and, based upon 
the same formula, he said, the 
charge to University City would 
well be in excess of $1,000,000.

Dix- 
on, who had had some experience 
with the French Maquis (under- 
ground) in World War II, used 
similar tactics in directing the 
undercover group. No one person 
among the evidence - gatherers 
knew the identity of more than 
one or two of the other team 
workers. 

The chief result up to the pres- 
ent of the P.A.G. anti-crime drive 
was the indictment of 52 gam- 
blers, of whom more than 40 en- 
tered guilty pleas. As has been 
told, only one of the gambling de- 
fendants was sent to jail by Dis- 
trict Judge Mark C. Pickrel. The 
others received suspended jail 
sentences and $25 fines. 

Same Undercover Tactics. 

P.A.G. is using the same under- 
cover tactics in its investigation 
of marijuana. Correspondence 
with P.A.G. is through a post of- 
fice box, the number of which has 
been published. Tips and offers 
of assistance have continued to 
come in by mail and through tele- 
phone calls to Dixon, O’Brien and 
Buchanan. 

The three P.A.G. leaders re-

POLIOMYELITIS LISTED 


Health Commissioner Reports 
34 Resident Cases, 2 Deaths 
This Year. 


Precautions which should be 
taken by parents in safeguarding 
their children against poliomyeli- 
tis were listed yesterday by Dr. 
J. Earl Smith, city health com- 
missioner. He reported 34 resi- 
dent cases and two _ resident 
deaths from the disease since 
Jan, 1. 

Parents were told to see that 
children wash hands carefully, 


covered. Signs of sickness, such 
as headache, fever, sore throat, 
sore muscles, trouble in breath- 
ing or extreme tiredness, should 
be met by putting the patient to 
bed at once. 

Quick action may lessen polio’s 
crippling effect, Dr. Smith said. 
He added that children should 
not be allowed to become over- 
tired or chilled. They may play 
with friends who have been in 
their company all along, and 
should not be taken out of schools 
or playgrounds. where there is 
good health supervision. 


Dr. Smith said no major out- 
break of polio is indicated this 
year in St. Louis. He pointed out 
that at least half of all polio pa- 
tients recover without crippling.

SUGGESTS INQUIRY 
BY GRAND JURY IN 
M’CARTHY CHARGES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (UP)— 
Senator William Benton (Dem.),

Dr. Trawick H. Stubbs, who last 


| dean of medicine at University of 
Missouri and charged the univer- 
sity administration with impeding 
plans for establishment of a four- 
year medical school and prevent- 
ing him from getting information 
before the university’s board of 
curators, yesterday elaborated on 
the second of these charges. 


He made public a letter writ- 
ten to Frederick A. Middlebush, 
president of the university, in 
which he charged that a report 
submitted by him to Middlebush 
for transmittal to the curators 
May 11 had not been presented to 
them. The report was in the 
form of a rebuttal to a “Univer- 
sity Hospital Summary State- 
ment” submitted by the univer- 
sity administration, of which 
Dean Stubbs said he had no 
knowledge before its submission. 

“You assured me on several 
occasions that you would forward 
my report to the board,” Dr. 
Stubbs wrote. “I felt this was 
vital since I had had no knowl- 
edge of the (summary) report or 
its contents before it went to the 
board on April 23. I thought the 
board had a right to see a state- 
ment from the university official 
who was responsible for the op- 
eration of the hospital. 

“Sweeping Charges.” 

“On July 19 the board adopted 
recommendations that mace 
sweeping changes in university 
policy concerning hospital organ- 
ization and medical faculty rela- 
tionships. You told me later the 
board had not received copies of 
my report.” 

The: board action to which he 
referred was the removal of the 
student health service and‘ the 
hospital from control of the med- 
ical dean and placement of them 
under supervision of an admin- 
istrator who reports to the cura- 
tors through Leslie Cowan, vice 
oo eeniggg in charge of business 

s. 


This action had been opposed 
| by the active. medical staff of the 
university’s hospital at a special 
meeting June 25 on the ground 
that a teaching hospital, which 
the institution would become if a 
four-year medical course were es- 
tablished, should be under direc- 
tion of the dean of the school of 
medicine. 


“It is of interest to note,” Dr. 
Stubbs wrote Middlebush, “that 
the president of the board of cu- 
rators had not been informed of 
the unanimous recommendation 
| Of the active medical staff.” 

Rebuttal Report. 

In his rebuttal report, Dean 
Stubbs claimed that the “sum- 
mary statement” did not give an 
accurate picture of the financial 
operation of the hospital because 
income and expenditures were 

listed without regard for separa- 
tion of current from old accounts, 
| values of services given, or dis- 
tinction between problems of 
charges and problems of collec- 
tions. 

He took issue with the state- 
ment contained in the “summary 
report” that it would require an 
“intricate and expensive cost ac- 
counting procedure” to make a 
fairer allocation of excess ex- 
penditures. He contended it 
would be a fairly simple task and 
would not involve undue expense. 

Dr. Stubbs’s charges will be 
taken up by the university's cu- 
rators at a meeting later this 
month.

A home-builder still may func- 
tion as his own general contrac-

own jobs ... they have to hire

Governmental control of the 
location and _ construction of 
buildings; of their plumbing and 
wiring facilities is due primarily 
to the need, in densely populated 
metropolitan. areas, to curtail or 
prevent excess population and 
traffic density, to eliminate and 
rrevent sanitation hazards and 
fire hazards that might involve 
more than one family or one 
place of business, The problems 
of materials supply, contracts and 
labor evolve from a constantly in- 
creasing complexity of political 
controls, the complexities of con- 
temporary construction and spe- 
cialization in the various crafts, 

Unraveling all of the red tape 
of permits, materials acquisition, 
job inspections, contracts and 
labor, and the marshalling of 
finances until the day when a 
new home owner may take over, 
is a major undertaking within 
itself . . . so much so that even 
men long in the business have 
found it advantageous in more 
recent years to band themselves 
together in associations to share 
their problems and their solu- 
tions. It is thus that the Home 
Builders Association of Greater 
St. Louis and the National Home 
Builders Association, of which it 
is a unit, have developed.

saboteur—crab grass. 


The first step towards a better 
lawn is to remove enough crab 
grass to make it possible to reseed 
the lawn. Since grass seeds can- 
noot germinate unless they have 
firm contact with the soil it is 
simply a waste of money to scat- 
ter them on top of dense mats of 
weedy grasses. 

If infestation has been s0 se- 
vere that crab grass has crowded 
out practically all of the blue 
grass, radical treatment may be 
required. One way is to prepare 
the entire area with a rotary culti- 
vator which chops the grass and 
works it into the top few inches 
of soil. Another method is to kill 
the crab grass with a heavy ap- 
plication of potassium cyanate. In 

a few days the lawn will turn 
brown, and it may be raked until 
the ground is practically bare. 

May Need Water. 

Smaller patches of crab grass 
also can be treated with potassium 
cyanate, but it is usually possible 
to remove the grass just by rak- 
ing. Rake hard in one direction 
and cut the lawn; rake in the op- 
posite direction and cut again. 
Then, if need be, rake the patches 
diagonially so that the mats 
of grass are thinned enough to 
permit seeding. Plants that re- 
main can serve as mulch after the 
blue grass germinates. 

Since the ground should be 
moist when it is prepared for|™M 
seeding, it may be necessary to 
water copiously the day before 
the work is to start. ._ The entire 
lawn should be fed with either 
weed-free organic or chemical fer- 
tilizer used at the rate of four 
pounds per 100 square feet. Ap- 
ply it when the grass is dry and 
water it well to keep it from 
burning blue grass blades. 

The ground should then be 
scarified with a sharp rake. It 
is almost. impossible to scarify 
too much, so rake vigorously in 
both directions. In other words, 
practically tear up the surface of 
the lawn to provide better aera- 
tion and a suitable seed bed for 
planting. This rough treatment 

will not result in permanent in- 
jury to blue grass, for it has a 
deep, sturdy root system. 

To insure an even stand of 
grass, mix the seed with dry sand 
and sow in both directions. Two 
pounds of good blue grass seed 
should be enough for at least

For new lawns, which require 
heavier seeding, B-27 blue grass 


Kentucky blue grass. Albert A. 
Linkogel, supervisor of the St. 
Louis Turf Garden at Westwood 
Country Club, also suggests add- 
ing about 10 per cent Colonial 
bent grass and 30 to 40 per cent 
alta fescue. 

“Alta fescue is far superior to 
rye as a nurse grass,” he explains. 
“The fescue germinates very 
quickly and forms a tremendous 
root system. It breaks the ground 
up and makes it easy for blue 
grass roots to penetrate into the 
soil. Alta fescue won't stand a 
one-inch cut, though, and it will 
die out in a year or two if the jj 
grass is kept short., By that time 
the blue grass should be ready to 
take over.” 

To produce a handsome turf, 
Linkogel recommends giving the 
grass plenty of food and water 
during the autumn months. “Feed- 
ing is often more ortant than 
seeding,” he maintains. “After

since his election in 1946. 


Argentina’s first lady—the first 
to take an active part in public 
affairs — was nominated by the 
party Aug. 22 after 250,000 pro- 
government workers and party 
followers loudly demanded that 
she and her husband “rule Ar- 
gentina forever.” 

At that time, she and her hus- 
band both withheld acceptance of 
the nomination.

Saigh’s Plan to 
Show Minor Stars 


Fred Saigh, owner of the Cardi- 
nals, disclosed last night in an- 
swer to questions that he had dis- 
carded plans for holding a post- 
season series of games here be- 
tween the Redbirds and their top 
minor league players because of 
“excessive rental charges” at 
Sportsman’s Park. 
The ball park is owned by the 
* American League 
neighbors and rivals, the Browns. 
The Redbirds rent the park on a 
court-upheld lease calling for $35,- 
000 for the entire season, plus 
half of maintenance costs. Terms 
of the lease call for only the 
length of the regular playing sea- 
son, however. 

“In the past when the Cardinals 
have played a world series here, 
the extra charge has been only 
$5000 whether two or four series 
games were played here,” Saigh 
explained, adding: 

“This time we were told by the 
owners of Sportsman’s Park that 
we would have to pay $3000 a day 
for our contemplated series of 
seven games to which We planned 
to admit the public free. We 
wanted to get a line on our top 
minor league players against our 
major league club when all 
players are in their best physical 
condition, unlike spring training 
when many are slow to round into 
form and, as.a result, false im- 
pressions of some younger 
players’ abilities frequently are 
arrived at.” 

Saigh said he considered the 
rental charge quoted as exorbi- 
tant because the novel fall train- 
ing program would entail more 
than $20,000 just to bring here 
and house and feed about 40 
minor leaguers,in addition to 
holding the Redbirds over a week 
in St. Louis after the season 
ended. 

“Actually. I’m not giving up

(AP)—Dick Savitt scored one of 
the. greatest victories of his me- 
teoric tennis career today. Winc- 
ing with pain from a sorely in- 
fected leg, he fought his way back 
from a 1-2 deficit in sets to de- 
feat Budge Patty of Los Angeles, 
6-3, 1-6, 4-6, 6-1, 6-4, as 11,000 
fans watched the quarterfinal 
match in the national champion- 
ships. 

The big fellow shouldn’t have 
been playing tennis at all. He 
was limping from the start and 
the leg plainly was swollen just 
below the knee. But, father than 
disappoint the week's biggest 
crowd, he went on, and the exhibi- 
tion he gave of sheer grit and 
power tennis was a memorable 
one. 

Immediately after the match he 
left for his lodgings to have the 
leg lanced. If he is able to walk 
|tomorrow he will play Vic Seixas 
'of Philadelphia in one of the day’s 
semi-finals. Vie, surprise pack- 
age of the tournament, remained 
in the running with a gruelling 
five-set win over Herbie Flam of 
Beverly Hills, last year’s defeated 
finalist, 1-6, 9-7, 2-6, 6-2, 6-3. 

The day was a gloomy one, the 
sun never showing once, and the 
entire Savitt-Patty match was 
played in semi-darkness. This 
proved to be to Savitt’s advantage, 
as he had much the harder serv- 
ice, and his ability to slam his 
bullets past Patty in the tense 
fifth set probably proved the ul- 
'timate difference. 
| Best in World. 
| Patty, who preceded Savitt as 
Wimbledon champion, put up a 
great fight and never surrendered 
—even when he trailed by 1-4 in 
the final set. But he couldn't 
quite match Savitt’s big game, 
best in the amateur world today. 

Still, at the intermission, it 
looked .as though the tall man 
from Orange, N. J., was to be 
thwarted in his quest of a third

He had 
won 10 out of 12 games since in- 
termission. 

Patty made his final rally then, 
pulling up to 4-5 with brilliant 
tennis. Dick blazed his final 
service across at love, Patty get- 
ting only one ball sback across 
the net.

ecurity System on Five Continents

The system, when completed, will rest on 
all five of the continents. 

The foundations are being extended, this 
week and next, to the two continents which 
hitherto have remained outside the system: 

_Asia and Australia (plus New Zealand). 


The signing and subsequent ratification 
of four new Pacific treaties will accom- 
plish this result. These treaties are: 

1. The American-Philippines security 
treaty signed in Washington Thursday. 

2. The American-Australian-New Zealand 
defense pact signed here today. 

3. The Japanese peace treaty, which is 
due to be signed here by most of the 
powers concerned as soon as formalities 
and filibustering are out of the way. 

4. An American-Japanese military agree- 
ment which will be signed soon after the 
peace treaty. 

While these developments are going for- 
ward here and in Washington, the founda- 
tions of the free world’s security are also 
being strengthened and extended in Central 
and Western Europe and the Eastern Medi- 
terranean. Within the next several months 
they will include, more securely than now is 
the case, Germany, Greece, Turkey and—as 
a sort of wing added on to the main struc- 
ture—Spain. 

THE FOUNDATIONS of a global collec- 
tive security system will be complete, in their 
main outlines, when these diplomatic con- 
struction projects have been carried out. 
~ Jt is a vast and formidable structure which

The National Military Establishment has 
asked for these alliances and bases, and 
| stipulated the purposes they should serve. 
But it has been the national diplomatic estab- 
lishment—in the first instance, the State De- 
partment—which has had to secure what the 
Pentagon has asked for. 

It has always been hard, and always must 
be, to work out mutually agreeable terms for 
the stationing of one country’s armed forces 
on the soil of another, and the nature of 
modern war makes matters worse. 

For now there must be defense in great 
depth, and there must be wide dispersal of 
forces and installations. A handy harbor with 
its harbor works no longer suffices, and 
neither does a fixed; contained group of bar- 
racks. Military establishments now must be 
numerous, huge and elaborate, and there 
must be provision for freedom to maneuver 
beyond their limits. 

It is not easy for a nation to grant rights 
for installations and operations like these;

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. 

HE United States has established 

military bases in more than 30 foreign 

countries and their colonies, not in- 
cluding our overseas possessions and ter- 
ritories. This incredible expansion of our 
military power and interest has come 
about against our will—because the world 
has, grown small and because we are the 
ally of all nations resisting Communist 
domination. 

The United States military effort is the 
catalyst which we hope will recreate the 
energy and power of the free world. If our 
present effort succeeds, the military expan- 
sion we now are undertaking can gradually 
be contracted. Or if war comes we will be 
ready to carry it to the enemy from the out- 
set. | 

The United States base system is the logi- 
cal development of three elements of the 
present world situation: (1) Our European 
allies, except Great Britain, were disarmed 
by Germany; and Germany and Japan, our 
former enemies and now in our camp, have 
been destroyed as military powers; (2) our 
troops are now standing in the front lines in 
Europe and Asia and we shall be in any 
new war from the beginning; and (3) we can- 
not fight without facilities. 

THERE IS A GRAND DESIGN to the base 
system now being constructed, physically and 
diplomatically, around the world. It is es- 
sential first that the retaliatory power of our 
atomic weapons can be, brought to bear on 
the Soviet Union. It is necessary that we can 
support and supply our own forces overseas. 
And, finally, air defense in Europe and Asia 
is much more efféctive there than at home. 
* The Air Force was right, before we had 
an overseas base structure, to develop the in- 
tercontinental bombing force. The. giant 
B-36s were the only answer we could devise 
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beginning Tuesday.

Germany are the supply warehouses from 
which their munitions and food will be for- 
warded without fear of capture. 

A port is just the beginning of the supply 
system. Depots must be established with an 
increasing build-up of supplies from front to 
rear. The military rule of thumb is to place 
one sixth of the supplies in the fighting zone 


'—Germany in Europe—one third in the in- 


termediate zone—central. France—and one 
half in the rear zone, which in this case 
would be the ports and warehouses near the 
ports. This distribution allows for the cap- 
ture, in case of a military set-back, of the 
forward supply depots. 

It may be noted that when the American 
forces moved from France into Germany as 
occupation forces, all their supply depots 
were set up in Germany east of the Rhine 
where all would have been captured within 
the first two or three days of war. As ten- 
sion with the Soviet Union developed two or 
three years ago, the depots were moved west 
of the Rhine and now they are being moved 
farther west into central and western France. 

THE BASE SYSTEM, in addition to pro- 
viding forward bombing bases and supply es- 
tablishments for our ground, naval and air 
forces, gives an important assist to air de- 
fense for the United States. Soviet bombers 
from European Russia must fly over the ter- 
ritory of our Allies. Our fighter squadrons in 
Norway, Britain and France are more effec- 
tive to bring them down in Europe than if 
they were sitting on airdromes in the United 
States awaiting their arrival here. In the 
same way, the fighters in Japan and Alaska 
can intercept the enemy thousands of miles 
before he reaches the United States. : 

In Europe the United States base sys- 
tem reaches from the tip of Norway te 
Saudi Arabia. Most of these facilities are 
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forces. It has facilities by agreement with 
the British at Gibraltar, Malta and Cyprus, 
and with the Italians at Genoa and Leghorn, 
Air bases in North Africa are primarily 
transit facilities. At one time they could 
have been important bomber bases, but as 
we have acquired air bases closer to the tar- 
get, the importance of North Africa has 
diminished, except as it represents an area 
to which we can withdraw in case of disaster. 
Turkey is the closest area te. Mescow 
from which we can operate. If Turkey is 
admitted te the North Atlantic Treaty or- 
ganization, our bombers will have bases 
within 1100 miles from Mescow and half 
that distance from the industrial centers 
of the Ukraine. Turkey as an ally is a 
great prize, since from Turkey the entire 
westward movement of the Soviet forces 
can be attacked by air from the flank. 
Iran, Pakistan and India are the 


in our base system on the Soviet seahastale 


Pakistan is the geographically ideal location 
from which to attack the industrial complexes 
in Siberia. But this is not.important enough 
to subject Pakistan to the threat of Soviet 
aggression by making such arrangements. 
IN THE PACIFIC, the base system extends 
from Alaska and the Aleutian Islands through 
Japan and Okinawa to the Philippines. Alaska 
is no longer of great strategic importance. 
Newfoundland ‘is 600 miles closer to Moscow 
than Alaska. Bases in Japan and Okinawa 
are 700 miles closer to the industrial areas 
of Siberia than from Alaska. The importance 
of Alaska and the Aleutians is that they lie 
across the Soviet route from northeastern 
Siberia to the United States. From Alaska 
our bombers can neutralize the Soviet bases 
from which attacks could be made on the 
west coast of the United States, And, in 
Alaska can be set up. the air warning and

tion. Article IX of that constitution reads: 

Aspiring sincerely to an international 
peace based on justice and order, the Jap- 
anese people forever renounce war as & 
sovereign right and the threat or use of 
force as a means of settling disputes. 

In order to accomplish the aim of the 
preceding paragraph, land, sea and .air 
forces, as well as other war potential, will 
never be maintained. 

Speaking of this renunciation, Premier Yo- 
shida, head of the Japanese delegation, finds 
in the state of being unarmed “something in 
which we may well take pride, and which really 
assures our security and well-being.” . 


The United States’ former chief counselor in 
Tokyo, E. H. Dooman, has said he hoped that 
suggestions for the Japanese to rearm would 
not be taken “too seriously.” Gen. MacArthur, 
who has often praised Japan’s outlawing of war, 
told Congress that Article IX was a model for 
the world. 

This provision represents an ideal which must 

be reconciled with the’ realities of the mid- 
twentieth century. These realities include Rus- 
sia and China, both armed and aggressive.

The lesson of Korea is very close to the 
Japanese. As a result, their three major politi- 
cal parties—the Social Democrats, the Liberals 
and the Democrats—advocate greater or lesser 
measures of self-defense.

There 
is the suggestion: that, after the treaty is signed, 
Japan will be at peace with the Western world 
but not with Asia. Nobody could do more to 
make this untrue than Mr. Nehru himself. 
Further, Japan is free to make peace eventually 
with whatever Chinese government it prefers. 

Mr. Nehru also seems disappointed because 
Formosa is not being turned over to Communist 
China by the treaty. Actually the pact does 
deprive Japan of its prewar possessions, These 
have been parcelled out in accord with interna- 
tional agreements. But Formosa is involved 
in a new outbreak of warfare precipitated by 
the Communists. Its future is no longer a 
World War II problem to be dealt with in the 
Japanese treaty. It is one of the issues depend- 
ent on a Korean settlement. 


As for reparations and rebuilding, this is not 
a treaty of reverige. It is rather a treaty of 
forgiveness and revival. That is the greatest 
glory of its negotiator, Mr. Dulles. He did not 
follow the old lines of bitterness and repression. 
They did not bring lasting peace.

There is more promise In a treaty which goes 
as far as it can toward giving Japan’s 83,000,000 
people a chance to live. Even with the treaty, 
they will have troubles enough. As Mr. Dulles 
himself said: “I don’t know whether this peace 
will work or not.

It is too bad that the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. is a public utility which must concern itself 
even remotely with public service.

Television With a Conscience 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Government is now deciding who shall control American tele: 
vision and how; Senator and former advertising man urges public 
to speak out for hope TV will not follow radio down “road to 
triviality”; discusses three ideas to aid education, public service.

This is the summer of decision for tele- 
vision. The American people through 
their Congress, and Congress through its 
agency the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, will decide in the next few 
months whether TV is to become an elec- 
tronic version of the Atlantic City board- 
walk—or the broadest avenue to popular 
enlightenment the world has ever seen. 

The Federal Communications Gommis- 
sion, which issues station licenses, has 
granted no new per- 
mits since Septem- 
ber 1948; it has been 
studying engineering 
data. As a conse- 
quence, there are 
only 107 TV stations 
to serve the 13,000,- 
000 receiving sets 
now in use. 

But this year the 
commission began 
the process of thaw- 
ing out the freeze on 
new permits by an- 
nouncing a tentative

ize nearly 2000 new stations. There -will 
be decided in Washington the question of 
who is to control and operate.

What I fear—and my fear is shared by

Dismal Road of Radio 


That has been the road of radio, a road 
which, on the whole, is a dismal one, in 
spite of the fact that the medium has 
brought entertainment and escape to tens 
of millions of bored, lonesome lives. 

It seems to me that there are three pos- 
sible developments that t, in combi- 
nation, save TV from treading the same 
road. The first is that the commercial 
television networks and  license-holders 
will learn, or can be persuaded, that it is 
in their own interest to devote more and 
better time to educational and public serv- 
ice : or that stations will be 

red to develop standards and adhere 
condition of securing or 
ir licenses. 
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table approach. It calls for subscription 
television—putting a “box office” or “tui- 
tion fee” at the receiving end of television. 

Subscription TV appears to be perfectly 
possible’ technically. At least two tech- 
niques have been given engineering tests. 
In each the signal sent out over the trans- 
mitter is coded or scrambled; the image 
can be clarified if the viewer pays a fee. 

The subscription method can be the an- 
swer to televising first-run motion pic- 
tures, the Metropolitan Opera, full-length 
plays, college football, and other events 
which the consumer wants to buy, if he 
can only buy them in his home. TV opens 
this chance in education as well. 

The third possibility for realizing the 
educational and public service potential of 
television lies in the development of sta- 
tions operated by educational institutions. 

The FCC suggests it will hold these 
educational reservations open for a rea- 
sonable period. But remember that the 
FCC is likely to be under constant pres- 
sure from commercial applicants. 


What About the Money? 


Of the nearly 2000 new TV stations the 
commission proposes to authorize, 209 


have been tentatively reserved for “non- — 


commercial, educational” use.. The FCC is 
going to need public. support if it is to 
hold these channels for education; and, of 
course, it requires concrete evidence that 
these channels will be used.

No formal written treaty 
but only a gentleman’s agreement 
sanctions their use by the USAF, 
although written agreements gov- 
ern specific arrangements for 
their use. For instance, the USAF 
pays the British approximately 
$90 per man per year for the 
American personnel to cover the 
cost to the British of providing 
public services such light, power, 
heat, water and garbage collec- 
tion. This charge, Gen. John- 
son says, is about half the cost of 
similar services at bases in the 
United States. Another agree- 
ment covers the construction, re- 
construction and improvement of 
bases to meet American require- 
ments.

7. The only way to prevent a 
general war—and this is the main 
theme in every conversation with 
oe is for all peoples 

to “fight for peace.” When I 
asked if that meant going to war 
to “prevent war,” I was 
that Russia and its allies would 
never fight unless attacked. “The 
Soviet Union,” said these Ger- 
mans with obvious sincerity, “‘will 
never start a war. You can count 
on that.”

There is an administration 
building, a community club, a 
child center, playgrounds, ten- 
nis courts, and a feeling of 
neighborliness, with landscaped 
elbow room and privacy in the 
patios—at a minimum of cost.

RAYMOND OF THE TIMES, by Fran- 
cis Brown. (W. W. Norton and Co.,

ITHIN two weeks — on 
Sept. 17 to be exact—the 
worlds of newspapering 

and historical scholarship will 

celebrate a centennial date well 
worth marking. This is the 
coming 100th anniversary of the 
founding of The New York 
Times. 


In anticipation of the occa- 
sion, the editor of the Times’ 
outstanding Sunday book review 
section, Francis Brown, has 
brought out a biography of the 
Times’ first great editor, 
Henry Jarvis Raymond, who 


was also a principal founder of 
that distinguished newspaper. 

Like so many of the Ameri- 
cans who left their mark on the 
first half of. the last century, 
Henry Raymond was born in 
poverty.. The upstate New York 
farm which was his father’s 
worry as well as home was 
mortgaged -for $1000 so the 
youth could attend the Univer- 
sity of Vermont. 

Like many others, he grew up 
when the rights of men, even 
men with dark skins, were a 
new concern. His birth year 
was 1820 and that was the year 
of the Missouri Compromise 
which, as the author reminds 
his readers at the outset, star- 
tled Thomas Jefferson “like a 
firebell in the night.” 

* * *« 
HAT great effort at politi- 
T cal compromise did not set- 
tle the issues of slavery. 
Indeed, it warned the young na- 
tion that its union was endan- 
gered by the conflict between 
free men and slave. But it did 
put the final reckoning off 
until Henry Raymond could rise 
to an editorship in New York 
and serve as Lincoln’s “political 

lieutenant-general.”

ITH “Intermission” Calvin 
W Tomkins enters the literary 

scene with a good deal of 
promise.

4 ERE are three novels deal- 


ing with individuals in 

various states of emotional 
stress. Though the authors have 
good intentions and try to be 
something more than two-di- 
mensional and superficial, they 
do not succeed. For light read- 
ing, if one wants to sigh—not 
too deeply—they can be rec- 
ommended. 


“Camilla Dickinson” is by 
far the best of the three. It is 
the story of two weeks in the 
life of a 15-year-old girl in 
which she says goodby to child- 
hood. The fact that the young’ 
can be mature and their elders 
immature is not exactly a star- 
tling truth but often an unpala- 
table one. In this book the 
young people look at their par- 
ents and feel old—even com- 
passionate. 


Christopher Morley’s ‘“Thun- 
der on the Left” is a classic 
handling of this same theme of 
adults as seen through the eyes 
of children. As handled by him 
with great subtlety and origi- 
nality, the theme is powerful 
and devastating. In “Camilla 
Dickinson” there is understand- 
ing and sensitivity on the part 
of the author, but the treatment 
is too obvious for reading it to 
be anything more than just a 
pleasant time occupancy.

AUNTILY, the shabby man entered the St. Louis pawn- 
shop and approached George Farris, proprietor, with a 
confident air. His sole remaining negotiable asset was 
held firmly in an expectant hand—gold false teeth, which he 
pawned. He then ambled 
from the shop a solvent, if 
somewhat hollow - cheeked, 
man among men. Farris 
wasn’t even mildly amazed. 
It’s difficult to astonish a 

pawnbroker. 

Pawnbrokers here sav at- 
tempts to pawn everything 
from artificial legs to auto- 
mobiles, with way stops at 
glass eyes and (sic) wives, are 
not uncommon. 

Individuals bearing a 
great thirst and no whcre- 
withal are forever trying to 
hock their false teeth. Every 
pawnbroker interviewed has 
experienced several such re- 
quests, turned down, for the 
most part, because would-be 
borrowers on bicuspids lacked 
usually the admirable fore- 

sight of having gold teeth. And there is very little resale 
value on false teeth otherwise. 

By tradition, pawnbrokers will lend money on anything 
of legal resale value, but they have to draw the line some- 
where. |

@ SO IT GOES in the pawnshops, the poor credit risk’s 
bank. Money, although reputed not to be everything, has 
come to be noted as necessary to buy everything. A shortage 
thereof brings the insolvent into the pawnshops, and pawn- 
brokers, watching the inflow of customers, learn never to say 
they’ve seen everything. There’s always the next customer. 
In the routine evaluation of watches, suits and rings—the 
three objects most often pawned in St. Louis—the bizarre is 
forever popping up unexpectedly; the macabre gets in its 
licks and humor occasionally chuckles in through the door.

Gamblers fascinate Farris. Their lucky pocket- 
pieces-are‘in and out of pawn constantly. One gambler 
has had a charm, made of gold, in hock dozens of 
times. Although they would never risk their “luck” 
across the table, the easy-come, easy-go tribe. mem- 
bers are quite willing te turn it in for a stake. And 
after a hot day over a winning streak they return, 
resplendent and prosperous, to redeem their tokens.

@ BUT IT SEEMS to be part of a sense of thrift, of all 
things, which every broker is familiar with, When winning, 
gamblers turn to expensive jewelry or clothing—always an- 
ticipating that rainy day in their cloudburst-besieged lives. 
One woman here who is given to going broke at inconvenient 
moments bought a $100 man’s suit and uses is solely for 
pawning purposes. The “steadies” are fondly regarded by 
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shop proprietors. They’re the customers who pawn the same 
item over and over, week after week, payday to payday. Once 
money is loaned on an article, most brokers always lend that 
same amount—even though the item may decrease in value 
from constant use.

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Crashes and Spills Thrill Crowds 
at St. Louis Stock Car Races, but 
Sport Looks More Dangerous Than 


It Really ls—Most Damage to Cars

HE 24 jalopies were lined up on the track at Walsh Stadium 
T four abreast and so close together that running boards and 

bumpers were touching. Motors roared, exhausts popped and 
carbon monoxide turned the air blue. 


The starter heia up the yellow 
flag for caution, and then gave 
the green “go” flag a frantic 
wave as he leaped back off the 
track and out of the way as the 


- drivers gunned their motors and 
raced down the straightaway for ‘ 


the first turn. Some 10,000 fans 
leaned forward in their seats in 
anticipation of what they knew 
would happen at the first turn. 
It always does. 

Most of the drivers maneuvered 
the first part of the turn success- 
fully, but before they could get 
clear around, the combination of 
centrifugal force battling centers 
of gravity which were never de- 
signed for a race track began to 
play havoc. 

A car filoundered crazily, 
bounced against the cars on 
either side, hit the infield rail 
and flew upward. It seemed to 
hover in midair for a moment, 
then crashed down on its back, 
its four wheels spinning. 

Other cars, trying to get around 
the overturned car and the curve 
at the same time, either turned 
over or skidded off the track. 
Still others banged into the over- 
turned cars and quickly began to 
pile up in a mass of. wreckage. 
The starter finally waved the red 
flag, something he does only 
when the track is impassable.

RIVERS of the piled-up cars 

crawled out of doors, win- 

dows and windshield openings 
like animals out of a burning 
brush pile. In the meantime, 
three wreckers and a half dozen 
track assistants were already busy 
sorting out the wreckage. Most 
of the cars were turned right side 
up and driven back to the pits 
under their own limping power. 
Those which couldn’t run were 
hauled briskly away by tow 
trucks. 

Even before they were all out 
of the way the race was resumed. 
The crowd quickly lost interest 
in the clgaring of the debris,: be- 
cause at the. other end of - the 
track there was a new diversion 
—two cars had collided and 
rolled over. When the race ended 
the track looked like an abstacle 


course, sprinkled as it was with. 


bumpers, fenders, bolts and even 
batteries. 

They call this activity stock:car 
racing, ‘but to refer to it as “rac- 
ing” is a rather loose use of the 
term. It’s true the automobiles 
are. stock cars, after a fashion, 
and it’s true’they run around a 
track. They even often run in 


the same direction. At that point 
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any similarity to automobile rac- 
ing ends. . 
It’s a form of motor madness 
which has become something of 
a craze with a segment of the 
American population — including 
St. Louisans—and it has been de- 
scribed, rather inadequately, as a 
cross between a race and a thrill 
show. It is neither and both. 
Its appeal seems to lie not so 
much in speed or skill, as the 
urge for destruction.

ed is something of a mzystery, 

except that it seems to have 
sprung up simultaneously in sev- 
eral places during the summer 
of 1949.

Stock car racing has by-passed 
the hot rods, which enjoyed a 
brief popularity, and it has al- 
most eliminated. the midgets, 
which had been kings of the auto- 
mobile race track since the mid- 
1930s. In fact the midgets, which 
for a number of years filled Walsh 
Stadium to overflowing, are now 
running there only one night a 
month. 

Because stock car racing is so 
wide-open to anyone who wants 
to compete, there is always an 
abundance of entrants, which, it 
turns out, is one of the chief at- 
tractions to the public.. The more 
cars promoters can pack on the 
track, the more wreckage there is 
going to be and the better the 
crowds like it. 

Not only is it easy to break into 
the business, but the original cost 
is small, compared to the cost 
of conventional auto racing. 

The average stock racing car 
starts its career as a burned 
or wrecked job which can be 
bought for anywhere from $75 to 
$200. The owners put the en- 
gines in top shape, but they don’t 
worry about the body. ‘It’s going 
to catch plenty of hell anyway. 

They eliminate anything that’s 


unnecessary about the car. First 


they rip out all upholstery and 
seats, except for the driver’s half 
of the front seat, The fenders are 
sheared off close to the body. 
The driver's seat is welded to 
the floor.-Then théy' install what 
is called a roll-over bar. This

is a channel iron bar which is 
welded to the frame on both 
sides, extends up the sides and 
across the top in the form of an 
arc, and thus keeps the top from 
crushing the driver when the car 
turns over. 

The front bumper is removed, 
and in its place is welded a 
framework of channel iron. This 
gives the front of the car the 
impregnability of a bull-dozer. 
Another channel iron bumper is 
placed across the back. 

Glass ig removed from all 
doors. The windshield, when it 
isn’t removed, is taped to keep 


windshield because the openings 
make such a dandy escape hatch 
when the car is upside down.

The only ethics involved have 
to do with engines. According to 
the rules, any driver who is sus- 
picious of another’s engine, can 
challenge it. On payment of a 
protest fee, which: must be made 
within 15 minutes after a race, 
he can completely dismantle the 
suspected one’s car. If the engine 
has, indeed, been souped up, the 
owner is penalized. On some 
tracks he is fined and suspended. 
At Walsh Stadium a “cheater” is 
barred for the = . the season.

OT satisfied with the seem- 
ing mayhem which occurs in 
racing of this type, the drivers 
and promoters have devised some 
highly diverting variations. One 
is the bagk-up race. In this the 
drivers go forward for a Iap, 
throw the cars in reverse 
race backward for a lap. When 
the cars in the lead stop and start 
backward, meeting the cars at the 
end of the procession which are 
still going forward, the mixup 
resembles a football scrimmage 
played with automobiles. 
Another variation is the tag 
race. A half dozen cars start at 
various points around the track. 
The idea is to tag a car by bump- 
ing into it. The tagged car is 
out of the race. The drivers can 
go in either direction, and drive 
forward or backward. All this 
leads to some interesting wrecks. 
The drivers, I was told by sev- 
eral of them, are in it for both 
the thrills and the money. Unless 
a man is a very good driver and 


~~has a car with a lot of pick-up, 


however, he is likely to get con- 
siderably more of the former 
than the latter. The purse de- 
pends on the number of paid ad- 
missions. The drivers get 40 per 
cent of the admission fees. Win- 
ning drivers can make as much as 
$200 a night. A driver who is a 
fairly consistent winner can make 
as much as $7500 in the racing 
season which lasts from spring 
until fall.

E stole a Saturday, two weeks ago, to drive down to Carter 
County and. out for a day at Possum Holler.

WESTPHALIA, Mich., Sept. 1. 


HEN the Westphalia (Mich.) State Bank failed in the spring 

of last year and FBI men and Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 

agents moved in to investigate a $400,000 shortage, the folks 
of this little crossroads village took a pretty dim view of the whole 
proceedings. They reckoned it was their bank and their money and 
no outsider’s business if the bank’s cashier got the accounts 
jumbled and didn’t keep books like folks do in big city banks. If 
their bank was in trouble, they reasoned, they’d just straighten 
things out among themselves and thank the United States Govern- 
ment to keep its nose out of Westphalia. 


But the Government reasoned 
differently and today 27 people 
are under indictment charged with 
“misapplication” of the bank's 
funds. In the course of the in- 
vestigation that took more than a 
year to complete, the FBI and 
FDIC examiners discovered that 
the bank’s records were hopeless- 
ly tangled. They also found that 
it was a common practice for the 
bank to honor its customer's 
checks whether they had suffi- 
cient funds in their accounts, and 
to grant loans without bothering 
to ask the borrowers to put up 


security. 

The bank simply operated on 
the principle that folks around 
Westphalia were honest and if a 
man wrote a check for more 
money than he had in the bank, 
it was simply a sign that he was 
a little short of funds at the time. 
He’d drop in the bank and 
straighten things out later when 
he’d sold some hogs or corn and 
had a little extra cash on hand. 


“People know the bank is good 
for the money,” Cashier Robert 
F..Bohr told state bank exami- 
ners when irregularities were first 
discovered in March of last year. 
“We've got the money and every- 
body uses it. Nobody will lose.” 

Today Bohr, under indictment 
by a federal grand jury on 113 
counts, faces a maximum of 565 
years in prison and a fine of 
$565,000. But the townspeople of 
Westphalia are solidly behind 
him. They've known 49-year-old 
Bob Bohr since he was a boy. 
They say that he’s as honest as 
the longest day of a Michigan 
summer and that nobody ought to 
blame him for.the fact that he 
allowed overdrafts and bad loans 
to pile up until the bank was in 
a hopeless financial condition. 
They say Bob was simply over- 
worked. He just didn’t have time 
to keep folks’ accounts straight.

“T’m convinced in my own mind 
that the people involved in this 
bank failure are not basically dis- 
honest or crooked,” Sigler says.

It’s a community of hard-work- 
ing, honest, frugal folks, many of 
them related to each other, all of 
them neighbors all of their life. 

“They respect and trust each 
other and their bank was run as 
a sort of community project with 
little regard for o ary banking 
procedures. Many of them didn't 
even bother with deposit books. 
They trusted the bank and the 
bank trusted them if they hap- 
pened to ater sae se accounts.

| tne grocery store when the 
proprietor kept your tab on 
old pieces of wrapping paper or 
the back of the calendar. You 
paid your bill when you got some 
money and the store keeper car- 
ried you on the cuff when you 
were short of cash. It was the 
same way at bank. If cus- 
tomers overdrew their accounts, 
the bank simply honored the 
checks on the theory that a cus- 
tomer who was overdrawn would 
make good the difference as soon 
as he could, It’s as simple as 
that.” 

But the federal Government 
isn't inclined to this charitable 
view. U.S, District Attorney Ed- 
ward T. Kane, who ironically de- 
scribed the Westphalia State Bank 
as “the best poor man’s bank in 
the country” said when the grand 
jury handed down its indictments: 
“Knowledge that money could be 
obtained so easily at the West- 
phalia bank spread to neighbor- 
ing towns. Persons outside the 
village became depositors and fol- 
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mee the pattern of overdraw- 
ng.” 

Besides its reputation of stand- 
ing behind its customers and 
never letting their checks bounce, 
the Westphalia State Bank be- 
came known as the friend of 
hard-pressed farmers. 


“I needed some wire for my 
hog houses,” one farmer ex- 
plained, “and I went to a city 
bank and offered to put up 50 
hogs and cows for security but 
even after I signed a big batch 
of papers they turned me down. 
Then I went to the Westphalia 
State Bank and there wasn’t no 
fuss at all. They let me have what 
I needed!” 

Although it is traditional that 
even a hint of trouble at a bank 
will send depositors rushing to 
withdraw their money, there was 
never any danger of a run on the 
Westphalia State Bank. When it 
was announced that state bank 
examiners had unearthed certain 
irregularities and that Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. agents 
were on their way to Westphalia 
to protect the interest of deposi- 
tors, the townsfolk gathered in 
little groups before Snitgen's 
General Store or in front of Fow- 
ler’s Movie Palace and talked, not

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Westphalia made any attempt to 
close their accounts with the 
bank. The township board voted 
to leave its $12,000 balance in the 
bank and Snitgen’s General Store 
and St. Mary’s Roman Catholic 
Church, two of the bank’s largest 
depositors, also refused to touch 
their accounts. 

“Scared?” snorted one elderly 
farmer, “Why I had $49 in that 
bank and I let it stay right there.” 

When questioned by the FBI, 
Robert Bohr admitted that he be- 
gan letting overdrafts accumulate 
about three years ago. He ex- 
plained that he “paid out the 
money” on the word of men 
whom he had known since boy- 
hood and in whom he had com- 
plete faith. 

“They needed it to pay debts, 
and to buy farm machinery or 
seed,” he explained to the FBI 
men. “They told me they'd pay 
when they sold their potato or 
corn crops, but I guess some of 
them failed to do so.” ’ 

Shortly after the bank’s totter- 
ing condition was made public, 
it was absorbed by the Maynard- 
Allen State Bank of nearby Port- 
land, Mich. None of the deposi- 
tors lost any money since de- 
posits were insured by the United 
States Government. 

Today the bank's name has 
been removed from the window 
of the bank building, and the 
kind-hearted cashier Bohr is sel- 
dom seen in town.

2 is a “sanitary strip” and zone 3 
is on the fringe of democratic 
Europe.

Get busy then and seek them out. Investigate the activities 
of your church. Go to the Y.W.C.A, and to the social center 
nearest you. There you will find others your age and can

Now we find that even they, in 
their shopping for college clothes, 
have added a rippling skirt or 
two and plenty of flaring dresses 
to start their new year on cam- 
pus. 

Those who think that the 1951 
skirts represent the revival of the 
“New Look” that came at the 
close of the second World War 
when everyone was so weary of 
restrictions on yardage and other 
regimentation, find upon visiting 
the St. Louis shops that the width 
is all that these skirts have in 
common. The “New Look” was 
full without any purpose except 
to be different and use as much 
of the coveted materials as pos- 
sible. Skirts hung limply, their 
folds often creased unbecomingly 
for want of the proper founda- 
tions, When the wearer sat, she 
found her skirt dragging on the 
floor at the sides and falling un- 

comingly between her knees. It

T was logical that the cycle had 
Jeone sufficiently far, that we

Profiting by the 
failure of the “New Look” and 
analyzing the reasons for it, they 
decided that it wasn’t so much 
the cut of the garment but the 
absence of the proper “body” 
which caused the trouble. Judg- 
ing by the appearance of the new 
skirts available for the first fall 
shoppers, all of the past argu- 
ments in opposition to them can 
be satisfactorily answered. 

Noteworthy among the features 
of the new season’s full 
silhouette is the careful selection 
of the fabric. Most of the materi- 
als have tk> construction that 
lend themselves to circular han- 
dling. There is plenty of body 
with which to work. Ribbed 
failles and Ottomans, slipper sat- 
in, silk-backed velvets, taffeta 
and other old-fashioned favorites 
of the past century have been 
revived. Among the woolens 
there are the many  tweeds, 
fleeces and the new “poodle 
cloth” themes that are sufficient- 
ly heavy to give a hemline the 
swirl that is effective. 

Equally significant is the de- 
signing of the skirts that assures 
firmness to the hemlines. If the 
fabric doesn’t provide sufficient 
sturdiness for the popular rip- 
pled silhouette, some stiffening 
is added. A band of crinoline or

Meets Girl.” Photographically 
speaking—only—they have much 
in common for, whether your 
model. is a boy in a hat like those 
in the accompanying picture or a 
girl wearing a party chapeau, you 
have the question of getting satis- 
fying detail in the shadow be- 
neath it and there is the ever- 
present problem of the right ex- 
posure for both the brighter high- 
lights and the comparatively dark 
areas. 

Let’s begin with the realization 
that a big hat makes a fine set- 
ting for the lovely face, or in the 
case of the youngsters, it tells 
much about the setting and what 
has been happening before pho- 
tography came into the picture. A 
closeup of Her framed in a wide 
brim is always exciting. 

Then the problems. The ex- 
posure should be just enough to 
record pleasing shadow detail 
without over-exposing the lighter 
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parts of the shot. Usually it will 
be just about the standard “box 
camera setting” (1-100th second 
at f-11 for fast pan film or 1-50th 


but unless there. is plenty of 
light in the shadow areas, you 
may need to increase it with 
the result that the highlights 
may lack detail. 

Often you can solve the whole 
problem by tilting either hat or 
head—depending on what type of 
model you have!—so that the sun 
gets under the brim. If that isn’t 
workable, try having a confeder- 
ate hold a newspaper just out- 
side the picture area where it 
will reflect light into those 
shadows. The ideal reflector is a 
fairly large card roughly covered 
with crinkled tin foil, but the 
newspaper will do the trick. 
White cloth, unless it is quite 
shiny, tends to dull the skin tones, 
so avoid the bath towel at the 
beach. 

Supplementary flash is ideal if 
you are equipped with a synchro- 
nizer. Figure the exposure just as 


though there were to be no flash- 
bulb, and then place the bulb 
twice as far away as it would be 
if you followed the instructions 
on the bulb package. You want 
much less light in those shadows 
than you would if the bulb were 
the only light source. If it is on 
the camera, cover it with a cheap 
cotton handkerchief to cut the 
brightness. 

Whatever kind of hatted model 
you have, remember the funda- 
mentals of good pictures of peo- 
ple. Figure your exposure in the 
best angle lighting and then fo- 
cus correctly after deciding on 
the angle and viewpoint you like 
best. Then, with all the technical 
part of the job settled, forget that 
end of it and wait for the right 
pose and expression.

To create an effect of airy cool- 
ness you might choose a fern de- 
sign, a curtain decorated with 
lighthouses and fishing schooners, 
or perhaps one featuring sea 
shells and underwater flora. 

Local stores report that their 
No. 1 seller is the heavy, six- 
gauge plastic curtain which is 
durable and does not stick or 
crease as much as the lighter- 
weight ones. Next in popularity 
are the less expensive plastic cur- 
tains, with the luxury lines of 
waterproofed taffetas and moires 
running third. There is little de- 
mand for nylon curtains because 
their quick-drying qualities do not 
compensate for their expensive- 
ness, 

A tip: If you choose a taffeta 
or moire curtain, you will be 
wise to buy a matching plain 
plastic one to be hung on the 
same rings with the taffeta cur- 
tain and protect it from suds and 
water, thus keeping it fresh over 
a long period without tubbing.

MRS. M. B., Benld, IIl., recent- 
ly had a rather startling experi- 
ence. “I have four white rayon 
and cotton marquisette curtains 
that have been laundered and 
bleached before,” she _ weites. 
“But the other day, when going 
through the same _ . procedure, 
three of them turned yellow. The 
fourth remained snowy white. 
Now these were bought together, 
used together and always laun- 
dered together. Can you tell me 
why this could have happened 
and how to restore the three to 
their original whiteness? I do 
not want to dye the white one.” 

We can imagine your amaze- 
ment, but there is a logical ex- 
planation to this strange occur- 
rence. It was discovered that 
some finishes which were used 
on curtains three or four years 
ago would yellow if used with 
certain detergents or bleaches. 
The performance was unpredict- 
able. For instance, if left in the 
bleach 15 minutes the curtains 
might turn yellow; if left in half 
an hour they turned white again. 
Perhaps you used a different soap 
or bleach in your previous laun- 
derings: perhaps you just didn’t 
happen to get the wrong set of 
circumstances to cause this yel- 
lowing. As to why one curtain 
remained white—it obviously had 
not received as heavy a treat- 
ment of the finish. Just as in dye 
lots, each batch differs—depend- 
ing largely upon weather condi- 
tions at time of treatment. 

Now for the cure: use one of 
the products to remove color be- 
fore tinting, or dyeing fabrics. 


Many Styles’ 
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Most manufacturers of home dyes 
have such a color remover. 

Incidentally, curtains treated 
with this tricky finish are no 
longer on the market.

TWO NEW ITEMS: A fiat, 
square cloth which, when soaked 
in water, assumes much the 
quality of a chamois. It is said 
not to lint or streak and can be 
used as a dish cloth, wash cloth, 
window cloth or to clean the 
family car. 

A new type of trousers hanger 
in which two styrene clamps hold 
the cuffs of the trousers on each 
side. To remove the trousers, 
simply grasp firmly and pull—a 
much quicker operation than re- 
moving them from other types 
of hangers now on the market. 


MRS. J.F.D., Webster Groves, 
writes: “We have a small alumi- 
num slide for our children. What 
could be done to keep the alumi- 
inum from rubbing black on the 
children’s legs and clothing when 
they slide? Soap and water help 
but would have to be used daily. 
Waxing is out because it makes 
the slide too slick.” 

You might try giving it a pro- 
tective plastic coating from time 
to time. This also will protect 
the slide from the weather, and 
I see no reason why it should 
interfere with the slickness of the 
surface. There are two types of 
plastic coatings; one intended for 
inside use only, the other for 
exterior use—so be sure you get 
the latter.

NE of the characteristics of the French cuisine is the 
elaborate dessert. It is often made of several sweets 


and given an appro ely elaborate name. Chef Ca- 
(C AR » p q A mille Mauclair of Hotel ae follows this tradition with his 
dessert Peche voilee Cote d'Azur. 

Chef Mauclair begins “Peach veiled with spun sugar as 
prepared along the French Riviera”’—to translate rather freely 
—by ling a fresh peach and cooking it until tender in a 
sirup flavored with vanilla. Peach is then allowed to cool and 
the stone is removed. A four-inch circle is cut from a medium 
slice of sponge cake and placed on a cold plate. This is 
topped with a scoop of r try sherbet. The peach, placed 
in a depression made in the sherbet, is covered with sweet- 
ened whipped cream flavored with curacao and sprinkled with 
pistachio nuts. The dessert is then topped with a nest of spun 
sugar and served immediately. 

To make the spun sugar, water, sugar, cream of tartar 
and lemon juice are blended well in an enamel saucepan and 
then set to cook over medium heat without stirring until tem 
perature reaches 300-310 degrees. When cooked sufficiently, 
a little of the liquid dropped from a spoon will spin a long thin 
thread. The pan is then set in cold water to stop cooking. 
While the sirup is still hot a whisk is dipped in it and waved 
swiftly back and forth over a sheet of waxed paper to spin 
the threads. The spun sugar is gathered up and shaped 
before the threads harden. 

INGREDIENTS: One fresh peach, one scoop en ama, 
sherbet; four tablespoons be te ‘cream flavored with one 
fourth teaspoon curacao, six sliced pistachio nuts; three cu 
sugar, two cups water (one cup sugar, one cup water being for 
sirup in which peach is cooked), pinch of cream of tartar, juice 
of one-half lemon. These amounts make one serving. ;
